As the Water Subsides, the Damage 
Begins 
To 
Be 
Apparent—From 
Chippewa Falls to St. 
Paul the 
Country Is Inundated—Bridges and 
Dams Swept Away. 


M il w a u k e e , 
Wis., May 17.—The 
northw estern p art of the state was vis­ 
ited Tuesday night by the w orst storm 
th at has been experienced for many 
years, and as a result several million 
dollars’ w orth of property has been 
destroyed and all the railroads ru n ­ 
ning through th a t section have been 
blocked. A regular cloudburst seemed 
to extend over the region between 
Chippewa Falls and S t Paul. 
The 
rivers and stream s were unable to carry 
off the torrents of w ater and the en­ 
tire country was flooded. 
The extent 
of the damage caused is not known 
exactly as many of the wires in th at 
part of the country are down and in­ 
form ation is meager, being received 
from contiguous points bordering on 
the storm area. 
All through the 
storm -stricken section bridges, rail­ 
road tracks, dams, sawmills, barns, 
lum ber yards, and in fact whole vil­ 
lages have been washed away. 
So far 
the reports show only one life was 
lost in the storm and th at was a Mrs. 
Brennan who lived near New Rich­ 
mond. 
She was struck by lightning 
From the reports received by the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad 
last night it is estim ated th a t the loss 
occasioned by the storm in the coun­ 
try from Chippewa Falls to S t Paul 
will easily am ount to $3,000,000. 
The Wisconsin Central tracks from 
Stanley to Chippewa Falls, a distance 
of thirty-five miles, are completely 
washed away. 
The damage done to 
property in the vicinity of Chippewa 
Falls is heavy. 
Five bridges were 
swept away and 9,000,000 feet of logs 
were carried away. 
The gas works 
were submerged and the town com­ 
pletely 
flooded 
a t 
Little 
Falls. 
The Flambeau dam was carried away 
a t Black River Falls. 
The west wing 
of the big dam was blown up in order 
to save the rest of the structure. 
Throughout the entire northw estern 
part of the state a num ber of small 
bridges and dams have been swept 
away. 
The damage to grow ing crops 
can not be estimated.

Dubois claimed th a t his state had 
been greatly discriminated against, 
especially in the m atter of wool and 
lumber. 
He did not believe there 
could be a perm anent prosperity until 
there was a change in the financial 
system, and it would be equally fruit­ 
less to pass this bill or to defeat i t 
U ntil the m ints are open, he said, to 
the free and unlim ited coinage of sil­ 
ver as well as gold the falling prices 
and stagnation of business will re­ 
main w ith u s 
There could be no per­ 
m anent prosperity until there was a 
return to bimetallism. 
T hat portion of Mr. Dubois’ speech 
dem anding immediate action upon the 
pending bill, either its passage or its 
defeat, as the quickest means of re­ 
storing a t least tem porary commercial 
prosperity, created something of a 
sensation, as indicating the attitude 
of the far western republicans. 
It did

Rev. J. H. Schlerf Makes an Objec­ 
tion Similar to That Raised in Be­

Are

Rev. J. II. Schlerf, 
formerly of this city, is the central fig­ 
ure in a sim ilar case which is being 
heard in Milwaukee to-day. 
A year 
ago he applied for a w rit of m anda­ 
mus to compel the school board to ad 
m it his son Carl to the Fifteenth dis 
tric t school. 
Carl Schlerf was turned 
out of school in May, 1892, because, 
like

George W ashington, he 
could not tell a lie. 
When asked 
w hether he was vaccinated, he an­ 
swered: 
“ No, I am not; and my father will 
not let me be vaccinated.*' 
This truthfulness was provoking, 
and Carl was sent away, although Dr. 
W ashburn says th a t thirty-tw o per 
cent of the children in the public 
schools are 
not vaccinated. 
Rev. 
8chlerf consulted a law yer, and for 
w hole year they talked the m atter 
over, while Carl attended Concordia 
college. 
Finally on June 24, 1893, 
Rev. 
Schlerf’s 
affidavit 
for 
an 
alternative 
w rit 
of 
m andam us 
w as filed. 
Judge Johnson, on the 
■ame day, ordered th a t such a w rit 
issue, commandiug the acheat board to 
adm it Carl Schlerf to the Fifteenth 
district school, or in default thereof 
th e school board show cause on Sep­ 
tem ber 4, 1893, or as soon thereafter 
as counsel could be heard, why it had 
n o t done 60. 
The Plaintiff's Affidavit. 
In his affidavit Rev. Schlerf alleged 
th a t his son was in good health and 
free from disease. 
In his opinion vac­ 
cination is not a preventive of 
small 
pox, th at it 
affords no protection 
against the disease, and th a t it en­ 
dangers the health and life of the per­ 
son vaccinated, and has a very injuri­ 
ous effect upon the bodies and con­ 
stitutions of children, sometimes caus­ 
ing scute, 
even fatal disease, and 
sometimes greatly im pairing the health 
and physical constitution, and th a t in 
no case is it any benefit to the person 
vaccinated. 
The relator says he is 
opposed to vaccination and would not 
under any circumstances allow hi6 
children to be vaccinated for the rea­ 
sons above stated. 
T he School Boards R eply 
The school board’s return to the 
m andam us was filed Nov. 8, 1893. 
It 
alleges th a t small pox is a very m alig­ 
n a n t disease and contagious, and th a t 
vaccination is a preventive and affords 
complete protection against it. 
The 
board denies th a t vaccination endan­ 
gers health and life or has an injuri­ 
ous effect upon the bodies or constitu­ 
tions of children, or th a t it causes any 
diseases of any kind whatever. 
To a reporter Rev. Schlerf yester­ 
day said: 
“ I don’t believe in the efficacy of 
vaccination, and thousands of others 
believe the same way. 
My son Carl 
is now in bis sixteenth year. The fact 
th a t he was turned out of the public 
schools changed his entire career. Up 
to 1892 he had been attending the 
L utheran parochial school, and it was 
my intention to put him through the 
higher grades of the public schools.’^ 
Objects to V accination. 
“ Do you regard vaccinatian as dan­ 
gerous?” 
“ I do, indeed. 
The theory is to bi­ 
noculate the mild cowpox and so pre­ 
vent the individual from getting the 
em all-pox, which is more virulent. 
Contagion is p u t into a healthy system 
to guard against an eventuality to 
w hich only certain physical systems 
m ay be subject. 
The virus m ust have 
a bad influence, because it is impossi­ 
ble to get absolutely 
pure lymph. 
Besides the doctors have never adhered 
to one method but have continually 
changed it. 
The practice now is to 
tran sfer the virus from a sm all pox 
p atien t to a cow and then use the 
lym pth from the anim al for the pur- 
goses of vaccination.

“ Holland and

an Englishm an, originated 
th e practice of vaccination. 
He inoc- 
culated his first child, but not his oth­ 


er children, because he was convinced 
it was not for the best. 
In Europe 
they vaccinated sheep against a cer­ 
tain disease a few years ago, but they 
stopped it as injurious. 
The vaccina­ 
tion lymph is like Koch’s lymph—a 
hum bug.”

The delegates, so unanimously 
appointed were selected a t a city cau­ 
cus in Janesville, held en the steps of 
the old court house. 
On reflection, 
think there were three persons in a t­ 
tendance. 
W. 
F. 
Tompkins wa 
chosen chairm an, the 
third person 
whom I do not remember, was secre- 
retary, and I made all the motions. 
When we got to Madison we founc 
considerable feeling to nom inate Gov­ 
ernor Farw ell, who had beaten Don 
Alonzo 
Juan 
Upham, 
kee, 
tw o 
years 
and 
whom, 
by 
some 
people 
believed 
“ counted out” by the state canvassers. 
Farw ell was nom inated a t a state fair 
in W atertow n 
B9 an independent 
candidate after the whigs had put a 
candidate in the field. 
He was dis­ 
tasteful to the friends and supporters 
of the old Rock River Valley railroad, 
on account of his sympathy w ith Madi­ 
son and Milwaukee in hostile move­ 
m ents against the road. 
When the 
convention assembled the “ Rock dele­ 
gation” squatted In the centre of the 
rssem bly hall in 
the old 
capitol. 
George Reed of W aukesha, took posi­ 
tion 
in one 
end 
of 
the 
hall, and 
Amasa 
Cobb 
of Iowa, planted himself in the other 
end. 
The tw o ends supported the 
center in an active opposition to F ar­ 
w ell^ 
nom ination, and the 
united 
foroes made 
snob a show of strength 
or noise as frightened Farw ell and in­ 
duced him to get rid of the racket by 
stepping out of tow n to Cottage Grove, 
a settlem ent eight miles from Madi­ 
son, leaving Harlow S. Dr ton, his pri­ 
vate secretary, to manage the conven­ 
tion. 
We succeeded, however in ob­ 
taining or forcing the w ithdraw al of 
the name of the fugitive governor,and 
H arry S. Beard, of Green Bay, was 
nominated. 
Beard was beaten and 
the rem nant of the whig party hope­ 
lessly routed. 
This was the end of 
the whig party in Wisconsin. Beard’s 
vote was a nom inal one in the state 
and 
“ Old 
Rock,” 
the 
cita­ 
del of w higgery, gave him only a tri­ 
fle over 300 votes. 
The Janesville Ga­ 
zette and the Portage Register were 
the only whig papers which supported 
Beard. They fired the last w hig guns, 
and w ent down w ith their old party 
in the general defeat,to come up again 
in the republican party. 
Bill TruesdeU, Frank Pixley and 
tw o or three others, subsequently a t­ 
tempted to revive the old party, and 
used to meet a t Jim Burgess’ old Amer­ 
ican botel to consider the prospect of 
its resuscitation. They called a county 
convention to nominate 
a 
county 
ticket, but it was like a call upon spir­ 
its in the vasty sleep, and the movement 
w ent no further th an themselves.

He Is Not in Favor of Ashphalt—Not 
Good for Man or Beast—Effect of 
the Climatic Changes—Arguments 
T hat Will Interest Property Own­ 
ers and T ax Payers. 


E ditor G a z e t t e —I noticed in a re­ 
cent issue of your paper mention of 
asphalt pavement as available for our 
city street®. 
While I do not propose to discuss 
the relative m erits or demerits of 
asphalt paving w ith any other yet it 
is seemly in me, in fact a duty as a 
citizen and a lover of human and 
brute life to point out to the thought­ 
ful, results of observations gained in 
different cities and continents. 
Our climatic influences suggest to 
me the 
inadvisability 
of 
having 
asphalt, as during the summer the 
condensation due to cooling cf the 
aqueous vapors in the air, make it es­ 
pecially unsafe for m ankind and beast 
when 
driving 
upon 
such a road 
where 
a t even a moderate 
speed, 
the 
horses cannot 
be sure footed. 
In short, the least rain makes the 
pavement slippery; sudden frost trans­ 
forms it into a sheet of ice, necessitat­ 
ing sanding the road for safety, and 
thus adding considerably to the cost 
of maintenance, especially when the 
intersecting streets have no pavement 
of any kind. 
It cannot be very use­ 
ful to the traffic af this city except for 
roller skaters and injudicious bicycle 
riders. 
From a hygienic point of 
view, one too, m ust not lose sight of 
the fact th a t especially anim al excre­ 
t a , from the very nature of the road’s 
composition, cannot be absorbed, but 
the liquid is taken up by the air; the 
solid dries, becomes dust 
and the 
m inute particles are taken up in our 
lungs, unless a street cleaner is con­ 
stantly on hand. 
All these objections 
are in addition to the present narrow 
tires of wheels which cut ruts into the 
best of asphalt roads and form a mini­ 
ature canal for stagnant w ater and 
sewage. 
I have seen the asphalt ex­ 
perim ent tried in a small city and 
know whereof I speak.

So we started the next 
morning and got to camp about 9 
o’clock at night The cow was lying 
about seventy-five feet from the cabin, 
and there was a twenty-foot gulch 
between. 
She was half eaten, but I 
knew Mr. Bear would be back in 
about an hour, so I told Curtis he 
could get a crack at him pretty soon, 
if he liked.
